Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "which comprising" [lines 1- 
2] is confusing. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 , 11, 1 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: as per 
claims 1 and 11, what is meant by "the non-loop process of the loop process" [line 18 
and line 19, respectively] is not clear, perhaps the antecedent basis of this feature 
needs to be clarified; and as per claim 15, what is meant by "a non-loop process of a 
loop process" [lines 6-7] and "the non-loop process" [line 7] is not clear, perhaps the 
antecedent basis of the "non-loop process" feature needs to be clarified. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. In order for algorithms to be patentable, they 
must achieve a practical application and be encoded on a computer readable medium. 
Considering the latter, language, such as -comprising a computer readable medium- 
or similar, must be inserted after "program" [line 1] to clarify the statutory subject matter. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11, 14-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. Claim 13 is objected 
to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest the behavioral 
synthesis system, the behavioral synthesis method, or logic circuit as recited in the 
claims as best interpreted in view of the objections made above.
